ure one year ago of the Owensboro .Sav¬ 
ings Rank and Trust Company when tlie 
Jury at Hnwesvllle this morning returned 
verdict finding Janies H. Parrish, for¬ 
mer president of the institution, guilty of 
the charge of receiving deposits when 
he knew the bank to be Insolvent and 
fixed his punishment at five years in tho 
penitentiary. The scene attending tho 
reading of the Jury's verdict was very 
pathetic.

Reach Verdict Quickly. 

The case was given to the jury at 
o'clock last night, stid after considering 
it for two hours they retired. It w*aa b:25 
o'clock this morning when the jury en¬ 
tered the Cltcult I'burt room. As usual, 
the defendant was surrounded by his de¬ 
voted family. He was haggard and re 
marked that he had slept very little dur¬ 
ing the night He hummed a tune for a 
few minutes and was then handed a loi¬ 
ter. He was reading the letter when the 
Jury appeared. He f%ished reading the 
letter and was putting It In his pocket 
when Clerk Kyler read the following ver 
diet: 

“We, the Jury. And the defendant guilty 
as charged in the Indictment and Ax his 
punishment at confinement In the peni¬ 
tentiary for five year*. 

“THOMAS RAKER. Foreman." 

Do you all agree to that verdict? 
asked Judge Kelley. 

Thero was general assent by the Jurors, 
but Attorney Slack, of counsel for tho 
defense, said: Tour honor, w© ask for a 
poll of the Jury " The court Instructed 
the clerk to cal) the nam©t of the Jurois

1* in feeble health nnd will prob¬ 
ably not survive another year. He has 
a wife and two sons- Moorman Parrish, 
a young man of about 22 years of age. and 
Fred Hale Parrish, a boy whom he 
adopted, and who is the natural son «»f 
the Rev. Fred D. Hole, a former Owens¬ 
boro minister He has five brothers, two 
of wham-lsaac N. and Otis—are under 
indictment* In connection with the bank 
failure. He also has three sisters. The 
entire family worship "Jim" Parrish and 
to-night they are Arm In their conviction 
that he Is innocent of the charge upon 
which he has been sentenced to the peni¬ 
tentiary They stood by him faithfully all 
during his trial and say they will use 
every effort to regain his liberty for him.

In Defense of Young Gardner

cisco newspaper says: 

"William A. Young, eloquent Ken¬ 
tucky advocate nnd Jury charmer, 
brought about a Kentucky reunion In the 
United States Court yesterday when he 
appeared to make the closing appeal for 
Joseph E. Gardner, the young Kent next in 
who Is charged with the killing of n**gro 
Joe Cardosa aboard the whaler Bowlusul 
While in the Arctic last August. 

"Kentucky men and women filled nearly 
all the chairs In the courtroom, and when 
Young arose to address the |ury the de¬ 
fendant craned his neck with the crowd 
to listen to the argument of the spell- 
tinder from the homeland. 

"Young, who has magnetic manners. 

Unclaimed that he was either distin¬ 
guished or an orator In Kentucky, t-lt- 
Ing the Jury that he was only a country 
practitioner with a clientele that W 04 al¬ 
most confined to the county In which he 
lived. 

"The Jury appeared to be captivated 
by the confidence of Young as readily 
as the Kentuckians In the courtroom 
chrvlrs Keeping hla voice low and plain¬ 
tive, Young sketched an Impressive pic¬ 
ture of the difficulty of a young K?n- 
tucklan of 30 to restrain himself In the 
face of Insult offered by a negro. As lie 
elaborated his argument Young laid pm* 
phatd* on the racial prejudices of tho 
South. 

** *Thla young son of Kentucky struck 
that negro to save his own life,’ declared 
Young. ’It was an elementary act of self- 
defense After being beaten Into Insen¬ 
sibility once by this black assailant. It 
was perfectly natural that Gardner, see¬ 
ing Cardota coming after him with an up¬ 
lifted hammer, would protect himacif 
even If he had to slay. There is not n 
contemptible snake that crawls that Is 
not provided with a weapon of self 
defense. This was noihtffg but *elf- 
defense, and we shall stand on thut 
plea.’ ” \

Port of Spain, Trinidad, April 3.--The 
French Line *u*uucr Guadeloupe anrDrd 
hero lids morning. Sho was followed into 
lh* harbor by the United Stales crulstr 
Montana, which wus m attendance on her 
on tire trip from Fort dw France, wlure 
ex-f'resJdeni Castro landed yesterday. Im¬ 
mediately Lhe Guadeloupe uTopped anchor 
a number of launch** and other boats 
comuiiiing a strong armed guard, follow¬ 
ing Instruction* Issued by Lieut. Col. G. 
D. Swain, cmnmundanl of the military 
department of Trinidad, proceeded to the 
steamer. Only Hie ship * agent, newspa¬ 
per correspondents and relatives of the 
passengers were permitted on l>oord. Dur¬ 
ing the time the Guadeloupe mtiomed in 
the harbor tho guard boat# were on duly, 
notwithstanding the fact that Castro wo* 
hoi on board. The Guadeloupe sailed tor 
Corupsjio, Venezuela, this atternom. 
During Hie course of an interview*. Mrs. 
Coatrn expressed gnat disappointment at 
the exclusion oi her husband. She did not 
consider Hi** action of tfte British Govern¬ 
ment In keeping with the usual hospitality 
extended to at ranger* She spoke very 
highly, lkowever. of ths treatment received 
during their stay in France. 

Mrs. Castro sold that It had been her 
husband's Intention In taking up his tem¬ 
porary residence In Trinidad merely to 
rest and to look after hi* peraonal In 
teresU. Now that this privilege had be*n 
denied htm, sh« did not know > Mat hi« 
next mov© would be. She proi**\es u> 
proceed to la Uuayra. and If not per¬ 
mitted to land wilt continue tho voyage a« 
fur a* Colon. 

Public opinion here generally favors the 
exclusion of Castro. Although nut in 
keeping With the English tradition*. It Is 
recognized that this Action was taken for 
the maintenance of peoco and good rela¬ 
tion* with tho neighboring republics. Dur- 
Ing Castro's presidency trade and com¬ 
merce between Trinidad and Venezuela 
were practically destroyed, and only re¬ 
cently Ivavs commercial rotations be-?n re¬ 
established Ths pollc-i have taken strong 
measures looking to Hit prevention of any 
conspiracy h ^re. The two American war¬ 
ships, NortJi Carolina nnd Montana, are 
awaiting Instruction* here, and probably 
will leave this port late to-night or early 
to-morrow* morning. 

POWERS ACQUIESCENT

In Effort of Uncle Sara To Keep 
Castro From Venezuela. 

Washington. April 8,— The efforts of the 
American Government to keep former 
President Castro out of Venezuela and 
away from the nearby mainland and D- 
lamD have every 'Indication of being 
crowned with success. 

Mint of the Power* having possessions 
In that part of the world have Indicated 
to the State Department that Castro's 
presence Is not wanted within their 
boundaries, and they are willing to ac¬ 
quiesce In the desire of the United States 
that be far removed from the scene 
of his former prestige. 

Notwithstanding Castro's deposition as 
President he lias still a great many 
warm adherents In hla native country, 
and It Is realized here that his return 
might be made the occasion of a demon¬ 
stration resulting in the rc-i»atabll*hmcnt 
of unsettled conditions This Government 
feel* that Castro ought nut to be allowed 
to return to Venezuela or to bi permitted 
to make his headquarters at any of the 
surTvCmdlng ports. 

Great Britain will not allow former 
President Castro to take refug* in Tr n'.- 
dnd, according to advices received by the 
Slate Department to-day, and *0 far as 
the State I N-partment bus D arned in con¬ 
sultations with the Governments liavtng 
interests In the Wmt Indies, there l* 
unanimity of sentiment against permitting 
Castro to remn'n on their Islands. Tho 
department had not figured on Castro s 
getting beyond Venezuela In hi* trip, and 
consequently has not sounded seriously 
the Governments of Colombia, Panama 
and Costa Rica s* to their attitude. The 
Guadeloupe, on which Castro was a pas¬ 
senger. will stop at port* of these coun¬ 
tries after leaving Venezuela H |» sug¬ 
gested that St Thomas.

TERRORIZES A NEIGHBORHOOD 


Aurora. Ill . April 5.—John Anderson, a 
plumber, whose mind luts been affected, 
became suddenly violent to-day and. 
arming himself with two pistols. & shot¬ 
gun and throe bombs, which he fastened 
to his person by means of a harness, 
started out to kill the inhabitant* of a 
city block In which he a*Id malicious 
gossip concerning himself had been cir¬ 
culated. He killed one woman, narrowly 
missed slaying her husband, wounded an¬ 
other woman and then committed ahl- 
cklo. , 

The man's Victim was Mrs. John Me- 
Vlckor, whom [he shot through the heart 
uh she ran toward a room where her 
children were playing Anderson com¬ 
mitted sulcido by blowing off his head 
with n shotgun. • 

Tito injured are: Mr*. John Beiford. 
who ha* » flesh wound and a broken arm 
from pistol bullets, and John McVIcker. 
husband of the deud woman, whose scalp 
was grazed by u bullet 

Anderson terrorized the entire square, 
the Inhabitant* of which he n«d an¬ 
nounced his Intention to annihilate. That 
his already weakened mind had c^mploto- 
ly given wav was obvldu*. Door* were 
lock oil tuiil burred am! V'*un«n and chil¬ 
dren fled to cellars and attics a* aoun as 
they saw the mania* walking along the 
street, scrutinizing the different houses 
as If undecided where to begin. 

The block in which ho purposed work¬ 
ing devastation is bounded by tne rail¬ 
road and First nnd S«M.*ond slyest*. His 
first stop was at the home 0 / Mr*. Me- 
Vlckri*. probably his oldest and best 
friend Mr** McVIcker and her husband 
had repeatedly befriended Anderson, who 
was a widower. They had reed td him 
at their home and ivad nursed him when 
•*\ 

With, a pistol In ench lmnd Andhrym 
began firing. The first bullet grn**»l Mr. 
MteVIrker’s scalp. Mr*. McVIcker mn 
tmvtird tho kitchen, where her four chil¬ 
dren were plavlng. In order to protect 
them. She felt dead across the threshold 
with a bullet through her heart 

Apparently rnttlrfled. Anderson left the 
place and proceeded to the home of John 
Belford. a few doors distant Ancle-m n’s 
resentment was centered on Belford. 
whom he accused, apparently without a 
shadow of reason, of circulating slander¬ 
ous stories about him. Mrs. R*»fnrd end 
h«r mother. Mr*. Amanda Minion, 80 
years old find blind, were alone in the 
house. 

Anderson opened Are with his pistol on 
Mrs. Belford. One bullet Inflicted a fetch 
wound am! another shattered her sun 
and she fell to the floor. Mr*. Minton, 
hearing but not seeing, rote from the 
couch on which she had been resting nnd 
began groping her wny across the room. 
The maniac, however, paid no attention 
to her. 

By this time thA neighborhood hvd be¬ 
come alarmed and men were gathering In 
tho street outside Anderson walked to 
tho window and peered out. Then lie re¬ 
turned to the center of ths room, picked 
up hL* shotgun from the table on which 
h* hs\l placed It and blew out his brain*. 
Mrs. Minton, In moving blindly about, had 
returned to the couch Just as And^r* in’s 
body fell across It. 

To the fact that he fell on this yielding 
surface 1* due tne failure of the bombs 
*trawed to hi* person to explode. They 
wore bome-mnde and. It Is believed, v rro 
carried by Anderson In qrdor to make 
sure of his own death in case of accident 
to his other weapons 

It wa* an hour before the people In 
tho neighborhood calmed down sufficient¬ 
ly fb unlock doors and window* amj to 
emerge on the st reet.

Lieut Castleman was greeted with 
hearty applause when he arose, wearing 
the regulation naval uniform that must 
be worn in all socle! functions of Uncle 
Sam’s Moating defense He "looked every 
inch a sailor. ’ the uniform becoming wed 
hn* stalwart, athletic frame. Gracefully 
accepting the cheers that greeted him. lie 
bftfen his lecture in an apologetic vein, 
easing that he did not understand why 
"an untried colt had been asked ana 
bscked to go the full length of a lecture.” 
He was like the Irishman, he said, who 
was asked if he could play a vtolln. He 
did not know, for he had never tried. 

"The people inland do not realise the 
need of a navy," said L4eui. Castleman. 
"as do the people of the coast cities. 
W idle the shells from a hostile fleet could 
rate and wreck the skyscrapers of New 
York, we know they could not shatter 
a window In the Columbia building in

Kentuckians In a strong navy. 

He said that battleships are mainly 
needed to strengthen the navy, but that

STATE PROHIBITION BELL IS 
PLACED ON CALENDAR 


Missouri House Adopts Minority Re¬ 
port Recommending It For 
Passage. 


Jefferson City, Mo. April 8.—The 
lower branch of the Missouri I^egislalure 
adjourned to-night untn to-morrow with 
the prohibition constitutional amendment 
pending for engrossment. The prohibi¬ 
tionist* won two points te-dsy during the 
session. * 

They forced the adoption of the minor¬ 
ity report recommending the amendment 
for passage, putting It on the calendar 
for engrossment, and by a vote of 76 to 
62 they defeated* the tax amendment to 
make up the defudency In revenue should 
the amendment carry. The lax "rider" 
allowed a levy of 25 cents for State pur¬ 
poses and 200 per cent, for county and 
city purposes.

Natchez. and when prohibition became 
operative he opened a aaioon in Vldallm 
La., across the river from Natches. Ho 
organized his telegraph and express com¬ 
pany and applied to the State for a char¬ 
ter. which charter w nt> approved by the 
attorney, but rejected by Gov Noel. He 
obtained a charter from Louisiana, 

He Is charged with bottling liquors and 
labeling the bottles at his local plant 
The proceeding* were filed In the 
Chancery Couit, which does not meet 
until October.

Ueut. Castleman found time to drift 
away from the serious vein of his lecture 
to relate humorous Incidents of the crulte.

West Main street. The condition of Mrs. 
Ragglo for the past week had been such 
ua to warrant little nope for her recovery, 
and the member* of the family were at 
the bedside when the end came. 

Just sixty-four years ago Mrs. Ragglo. 
accompanied by three sisters and two 
brother*, came to this country to make 
their home. This wa* after the death of 
their mother, and the little colony de¬ 
cided that Louisville was the best place »n 
America to locate. 

Although past *2 year* of age Mrs Bag¬ 
gio had been In almost perfect health 
during her entire life. Her first Illness 
of consequence occurred about six months 
ago. but She recovered shortly afterward. 
Two weeks ago she was selxed with a se¬ 
vere cold which developed Into pneumonia, 
and owing to her advanced age she wai 
unable to stand the strain of the attack. 
Her condition grew rapidly worse and on 
Monday Nil hope for her recovery was 
abandoned. t 

Mrs. Ragglo was born In Genoa. Italy. 
She was the daughter of Dominick and 
Victoria Bntto. Her mother died when 
she was 15 year* of age. and two years 
Inter it was decided that she was to ac¬ 
company her brothers and sisters to 
America. Joseph Botto and Vincent 
Botto. the eldest member* of the family, 
had charge of the four girl*. They are 
both dead now. The girl* were Mrs. Rng- 
gto. Mrs. Phllanonla Gszxala. Mrs. James 
KIrwin and Mrs. Victoria Garseln.

Members of Family Well Known. 

A few years after their arrival In Louis¬ 
ville Mrs. Ragglo waa married to Jerome 
Haggle, who first conducted a grocery 
and fruit store on the levee. Later he en¬ 
gaged In business at Center and Jefferson 


streets and was one of the oldest fruit 
dealers in Louisville. 

Four children survive, and they are 
among the best-known persons In Louis¬ 
ville. William Ragglo is an operator in 
the fire department: Mr*. Mary C. Valla 
has been connected with Crutcher A 
Starks for twenty-three year*, while Miss 
Nannie Ragglo and John Ragglo are 
equally well known. John Ragglo went to 
Memphis to reside some years ago. and 
I* now Tax Receiver in that city. 

The six member* of the Botto family 
and Mr* Mary Zanone, who resides on 
Preston street, between Chestnut and 
Gray streets, were the seven member* of 
the original colony of seven Italians to 
come to Louisville. Mrs. Zanone, who is 
now pn«t 90 year* of age. came to Louls- 
vlll# eight years lt> advance of the Botto 
family, and has lived here continuously 
for seventy-two years. She and the Hag¬ 
gle family were on the most Intimate 
terms.

INSANITY PLEA IN 

WILLIAM SORSBY CASE. 


Aunt Testifies That His Father Waa 
Insane Several Months Be¬ 
fore His Death.

Down With the Fly. 

It appears that one of the campaigns 
planned by the health department this 
summer Is a campaign against flies. In 
undertaking the war on these pestifer¬ 
ous insects the department asks for 
public co-operatIon. It Is a praise¬ 
worthy venture and It surely deserves 
universal assistance. 

Not until very recent years has the 
fly received the recognition It ought to 
have had long ago as not only a nui¬ 
sance but a menace. Somehow, the race 
regarded th© buxzer ils a harmless af¬ 
fair. which did not bark or bite, which 
did not sing or sting and which. If it 
got into the butter occasionally, did the 
butter less harm than Itself. So iui a 
mere annoyance the fly was tolerated, 
and In some quarters Is still tolerated. 

Bui the fly should have no such right 
of way. It shoukl be overwhelmed with 
the loathing It eojdatUy merits, for the 
insect is one of the filthiest creatures 
imaginable. It breeds In filth, it cannot 
breed In a clean spot; It feeds on lilth. 
From its foul birthplace and from Its 
foul breeding places It carries mil¬ 
lions and millions of bacilli about its 
“person," disease-makers which it de- 
pohits wherever It lights. If It should 
fall Into the milk the germs are re- 
ralved by the milk, and the drinker of 
the milk—well, there should be no 
drinker of that particular milk. 

It is by the fly's process of distrib¬ 
uting its bacilli that typhoid fever Is 
spread. Typhoid fever Is the favorite 
article which the fly keeps In stock for 
its unwary customers. Frequently It 
happens that a typhoid fever patient 
will wonder how* he ever happened to 
take Into his stomach the Inconsiderate 
germ whVh laid him low. If he had 
pointed to the fly which became In¬ 
volved In his bread, or milk, or water, 
or whatever it was he would probably 
have pointed to the guilty party. 

Therefore, dtisens should work with 
the health department to exterminate 
his sinister ubiquity, the fly. Garbage 
cons should be kept covered tightly, 
stables should be kept free of manure, 
alleys and streets should be made spot¬ 
less. rubbish heaps should be removed. 
f>l*ck lime or diluted carbolic acid on 
refuse piles can help to prevent the 

r* ding of the tiny monsters.

Antiques and Art. 

To-day the Payne tariff bill reaches a 
vote In the House. Of all Its many 
schedules we recall one which. It 
may reasonably be assumed, will be 
amended neither In the House nor In 
the Senate. Works of art and antiques 
which can prove an ancestry extending 
back twenty years and more go upon 
the free list. 

It is always satisfactory to arrive at 
a definition; for example, it la Inetruc- 


mereies. Almost any antique, other 
than a complexion, will confess to 
twenty years, and the only pity Is that 
books were not admitted without any re¬ 
striction; to them the same rule applies 
—they must have lived twenty years, 
by which time even a manual of short¬ 
hand becomes a classic—before they can 
pass the collector of th© port without 
paying tribute. 


Helena Modjeska. 

After Coquelin. Modjeska. After our 
most versatile comedian, our most ver¬ 
satile tragedienne. 

Tho stage, the serious-minded stage, 
is the poorer for the passing of the most 
competent and most accomplished rep¬ 
resentative of that great dramatic 
school which Is to-day in eclipse, cast 
Into the shadow* by the palpitating art 
of those who Interpret best the morbid 
the exotic, the unusual and the uncom¬ 
fortable. The day of the Modjeskas was 
the day of masterpieces, of a classic in¬ 
terpretation of the classic drama, of a 
portrayal by supreme temperaments of 
crises no lees supreme; of the wed¬ 
ding of noble verse and witching ca¬ 
dence to voice and pose and manner no 
less noble. It was an era when the 
classic and the romantic had each Its 
place, when elemental passions were 
set to move a w*or1d of pity and of 
dread. It has been succeeded by a day 
of sordid motives, of unavowable alll- 
arices, of unspeakable obscenities, of 
the tawdry# the turgid and the trans¬ 
cendental. 

<Fhere Is much talk of the elevation 
of the stage; there Is too little talk 
of the declension of the drama. With 
respect to it discussion Is as needless 
and as useless as disputation concern¬ 
ing the rule* of Euclid. What are tho 
modem plays? Are they not. when suc¬ 
cessful at all, too often merely a Palais 
Royal farce, tolerable In its original 
nastiness for an untranslatable, verve 
and wit, and unbearable In Its Ameri¬ 
canised or Anglicised garb because It 
gives us the dirt and omits the aauce? 
And too many of our successful act¬ 
resses are trained to nothing better 
than a drama of which "The Second 
Mrs. Tanqueray" Is an example, and 
"Th© Easiest Way" the latest success. 

In the days w*hcn Helena Modjeska 
first dawned upon us In all the poetic 
grace and delicacy of her witchery and 
all the power of her majesty, with that 
benignity and toleration which fitted 
her so admirably for queenly roles* she 
would bring before us such works as 
Schiller's "Marla Stuart." and would 
take us back to an age of chivalry, of 
high Ideals, of notable achievements. 
There are some will tell us that, like 
Irving's Charles I., it was unreal, tin- 
hlatorlc, and very probably It was; 
but it was convincing, elevating, 
even moral. There were about the 
scene the glamour and tho poetry 
which belong to the old. old legends; 
and though one knew all the time that 
It was make-believe, one was willing to 
surrender without question to an art 
which in our time has been possessed 
by none more masterfully than by 
Helena Modjeska. 


Business Is Business. 

Economy In administration might 
have a better chance If the saturnine 
Harriman had not made himself 
Its champion. "I should like,** says he. 
to see an agitation simultaneously In 
every part of the country against the 
unbusinesslike handling of the people's 
money." Mr. Harriman knows what he 
Is talking about; he Is speaking of u 
Government, the most extravagant and 
reckless known to the history of the 
world; of a people who calmly and 
without protest give up 20 per cent of 
their gross Income for public purposes; 
who. In New York alone, spend $150,- 
000,000, of which the Controller assures 
us $40,000,000 could very easily bo 
saved; who, as the New York Globe re¬ 
minds us. can vefy readily answer the 
question. When Is a dollar not a dollar? 
by replying, "When It passes Into the 
hands of the taxpayer and does less 
than $0 cents' worth of work." 

Mr. Harriman Is unreasonable; he 
asks for value for his money, for so 
much Income and so much expendi¬ 
ture, the one depending on the other, 
the one undertaken after due concern 
for the other. Ho cannot understand 
why the Government's servant* should 
be better paid for less work than are 
hts servants for more; why they should 
work when they please and how they 
please, provided they vote as they are 
told; and he remarks casually—Mr. 
Harriman is nothing If not casual— 
that the Government has nothing to do 
with philanthropy. 

This surety Is foolish pleading If w*e 
ever heard It. President Taft appears 
to have the beginners disgust of 
mere waste. He has read his English 
history to some purpose, and w*outd 
like to have a budget; he does not un¬ 
derstand why the appropriation bills 
should be many, Instead of one; why 
every department should ask a vast 
deal more than It expects to get. when 
it could be kept reasonably comfortable 
with a great deal lest Ilian It hopes to 
obtain; he does not appreciate the very 
excellent reason which condemns the

•ays he. "there Is a soothing note in 
the announcement that bonnets are be¬ 
ginning to oome bock, and poke bonnots 
at that—those pretty, quaint effects 
that make women look so sweet and 
modest and so much like women ought 


to look." H© thinks It an arbitrary and 
erroneous dictum of fa *h!on which lim¬ 
its the use of bonnets to widows, ami 
that It should not be necessary for a 
woman to undergo "such a trial as the 
lose of her hueband to make her an 
eligible candidate for a boiwv-t." He 
deems It necessary to go bock to the 70s 
to find In vogue a real bonnet. And he 
engages further tm a disquisition upon 
the history, the archaeology and psy¬ 
chology of millinery In this nomehow- 
or-other fashion: 

"Nevertheless, there Is true logic In a 
poke bonnet. There Is nothing ex¬ 

aggerates a plain fare like gay mill In pry 
and, by the same token, a homely wom¬ 
an In a poke bonnet looks much lor* con¬ 
spicuous than In the ’flyaway* hat* with 
which ugly women aro prone to bedeck 
themselves. But. when It comes to pretty 
faces, fresh and young, or to those of 
matrons, touched by comely maturity, 
there la no such attractive framing 
known to the art of millinery ns the poke 
bonnet of tha *40«' and th® '50*.' If you 
hav® lived long enough H to bring back to 
your mind pictures of the pretty fores 
you hav® seen In ‘pokes.* with ‘artificials’ 
on each side, tho unspeakable 'creations’ 
which are on tho market this season 
must fairly mako you wrap. Isn't tho 
Incident of the Kansas City woman who 
went Into a florist's shop and, pointing 
to a bunch of willow baskets on a shelf, 
asked to see ‘them hats,* a pretty serious 
sort of Joke? 

"In tho millinery world ther® are signs 
of a recall The vagaries of that art 
seem to have reached th® limit with the 
awful straw 'scuttles' and th® exagger¬ 
ated Inverted straw 'bowls' that women 
aro seising upon with which to disfigure 
themselves In obedience to fashion. What 
could be more logical—that Is. according 
to the ethics of fashion—than that these 
enormities should bo succeeded by the 
modest and sensible antitheses of bonnets 
and. by preference, poke bonnets?" • 

W« call attentkm to th© outgivings* of 
our contemporary simply because they 
aro spectacularly bumptious. They 
would give the impression that our 
neighbor know© all about hats and bon¬ 
nets and the Ilk©. As a matter of truth, 
spoken for truth's sake, It knows noth¬ 
ing of the sort. No mere man end 
ferw sure-enough women may properly 
boast such learning. Millinery Is some¬ 
thing pent finding out. It Is esotoiic, 
evanescent, nebulous; It Is illogical, 
complicated, arbitrary; It Is fan¬ 
tastic. imaginative; It is big. little, 
round, square, deep, shallow—it is pos¬ 
itively unfathomable to >9 per cent, of 
everybody. Haw*, then, can the mere 
Star loosen up its vocabulary and dis¬ 
course wtth any authority whatsoever 
upon such a subject? How, we would 
know; and again we would reiterate, 
haw? 

Mtninery. a corollary of woman. Is 
necessarily intangible. To know milli¬ 
nery Is to know woman. Who knows 
woman? Nobody. Very well, then.

NEED OF REVENUE' 


Influences Attitude of Dem¬ 
ocratic Senators 


WILL NOT DEMAND DUTY FREE 
ON RAW MATERIALS. 


BAILEY PROPOSES TAX ON COR¬ 
PORATION EARNINGS. 


SUGAR INTERESTS FIGHT HARD 


Washington, April 8.—[Special.]—Prac- 
tl*al unanimity exists among the Senate 
Democrats on tariff legislation. In the 
language of Senator Money, of Ml*stft 
sippt, a member of th© Senate Finance 
Committee, ihe dominant work of tho 
Democratic attitude in the tariff struggle 
which will be precipitated upon tho upper 
branch of Congress next we*k will bo 
"revenue." 

So far as can be learned, there will o© 
Use than halt a dozen Democratic Sen¬ 
ators who wtl advocate free hides, free 
lumber or anything free of that particu¬ 
lar nature. The Democrats will advocate 
placing upon the free list only the neces¬ 
sities of lire. For Instance, it Is pointed 
out that a $2 duty on lumber is but 12 
per cent, ad valorem, and it Is doubtful 
If many Senate Democrats wit: object to 
a 12 rate. On hides a 15 per cent, duty 
may not be strenuously opposed by the 
Democrats. 

It Is tho same way through the ©nilr* 
list except where the lvar© necessities of 
life are Involved. The Senate Democrats 
say, that is, an overwhelming majority of 
th«-m, that It la useless to hope that un¬ 
der the extravagance of a Republic *mi 
administration expenses will decrease. 
They are bound, therefore, to attempt to 
Ax rates that will pay the legitimate ex¬ 
pense* of the Government, and In doing 
that they hold raw materials should bear 
a tariff for revenue as well as the manu¬ 
factured product.

Must Hav© Money. 


"It Is- tamfatdo to help th© consumer," 
said a Democratic Penator to-day, "but 
we have simply got to raise revenue." 

Most of th© Senate Democrats in ex¬ 
plaining their course say that as between 
the fr«e list and th© prohibitory list, theie 
Is a revenue point w*htch, under present 
conditions, it is their duty to advocatc. 

All of this may not exactly suit an old- 
fashioned Democrat, but It accurately 
portrays the sentiment that exists among 
the Senate Democrats of to-day. Senator 
Bailey, of Texas, u member of tha 
Finance Committee, is understood to be 
drawing up an amendment placing a tax 
of one-hair of 1 per c*n/on the gross 
receipts of corporations^ Such a tax 
would yield In tho neighborhood of $70,* 
Ofln.ooo arid has th© additional advantage 
over an Inheritance or Income tax In the 
easiness with which It could be collected 
The Texas Senator may also t rop<*•* r.n 
amendment for an Income tax. and tho*© 
who have conferred with him on the sub¬ 
ject think there Is no doubt that he can 
draw a# amendment which will imet th* 
objection* of the Supreme Court. 

of course, the Republicans In the Senate 
Will nlmost solidly oppose an Income tax, 
and for that reason there Is little likeli¬ 
hood that It can be adopted even waiving 
Us possible unconstitutionally y, behind 
whlcn the opponents of the tax on In¬ 
comes always hide. In any event, there 
promises to be a record vote on the sub¬ 
ject, which most politician* agree Is to 
become a live Issue before many years.

Taking Poll On Hides Schedule. 

Western Squalors to-day started a can- 
m»ss of the Senate to determine the senti¬ 
ment in relation to putting hides on the 
free list or assessing a duty on them. If 
a maturity of member* are found to favor 
free hides, a* desired bv the House, the 
Senate Committee on Finance will ac¬ 
cept this verdict. By this method U 1* 
argued that long debate over this ques¬ 
tion may bt. avoided. 

It Is the Intention to discourage ge.i- 
erol debate when th© tariff bill is re¬ 
ported to the Senate next week and be¬ 
gin work at. once on the adoption of the 
committee amendment*. 

Tho committee continued all day and 
until late to-night inserting rates In the 
bill and will bo ready to report all but. 
the administrative features to the Sen¬ 
ate on Monday next. 

Indications point to a contest in the 
Senate over the sugar schedule In the 
tariff bill, not only because of the pro¬ 
posed free admission of 300,Wo tons an¬ 
nually from the Philippines, but because 
certain Democratic Senators plan to open 
up the whole subject by Introducing an 
amendment to remove the duty eiiUr"- 
from refined sugar

Have Little To Fear.

So far as the report of the Finance 
Committee l* concerned the beet-sugar 
producers have little to fear, as th© whole 
sugar schedule has been referred to a 
subcommittee of Messrs. Burrows, Smoot 
and Flint, representing the sugar-produc¬ 
ing States of Michigan. Utah and Califor¬ 
nia. Th© American producer* fear most 
an attempt In debate to bring th© so- 
called Sugar Trust to the foreground a* 
. •emocrmtlc Senator* threaten to 4o. 
The Democratic ranks will be broken, 
however, as already the cane-sugar 
state* have lined up with the beet-sugar 
State*. 

Most of the big contests over ihe tArtff 
blU have been fought in the committees 
of the House and Senate. The sugar 
questton is proving different. It became 
known to-day that Senator Clay, of Geor¬ 
gia. had prepared an amendment to the 
tariff bill that strikes out all of the dif¬ 
ferential duties, th© effect of which Is 
to admit refined sugar free. This amend¬ 
ment is said to have the Indorsement of 
the minority members of th© Finance 
Committee. 

Two sessions were held to-day by the 
Subcommittee on sugar, at both of which 
the .Senators from tho beet-sugar-ratsing 
States were present. At the morning ses¬ 
sion the Senator* from Louisiana Joined 
with their Republican colleagues In ask¬ 
ing for protection for the sugar Industry. 
The matter which most alarms the Amer¬ 
ican sugar producers Is the proposition 
for the admission of SW.noo gross tons 
annually of free Philippine sugar This 
is looked on as an entering wedge with 
a view of getting the amount Increased 
at another time. 

• • • 

Fear Philippine Pool. 


It was pointed out today that the pro¬ 
vision for the free admission of sugar 
from the islands Is not sufficiently safe¬ 
guarded to hold the annua) importations 
down to 3 W.onn ion* and that there Is 
nothing to hinder the Importation of 600.- 
WO ions at half the established rate, or 
1.200.000 tons at three-fourths of th© estab¬ 
lished rates and other Jncreo*©* In like 
proportion. This could b© accomplished 
by the Philippine exporters forming a 
pool Another objection made ww that 
there 1* not a sufficient restriction to pre¬ 
vent Java Migar from being shipped In 
as a Filipino product. 

The Philippine section ha* been made 
the target for much criticism. Connecti¬ 
cut Senators went before the Senate Com¬ 
mittee and protested against the free 
admission of tobacco from the Islands. 
Senator Stone will present his amendment 
providing /for tlie striking out of the 
Philippine section when the bill 1* re¬ 
ceived from the House. 

Resolutions of Inquiry to elicit facts In 
relations to th® sugar Industry were in¬ 
troduced to-day by Senator* Guggenheim, 
of Colorado; Carter, of Montana, and 
Smith, of Michigan. All were adopted. 
The purpose of their authors fa to pro¬ 
cure Information Intended to show that 
the beet-sugar Industry needs further 
protection and that In the end It means 
cheaper sugar to consumers. On th© oth¬ 
er hand. Senator Clay is preparing to 
show that the selling price of sugar in 
Hamburg end Union ts 12 79 per hun¬ 
dred. a* compared with (4 9f» In New York, 
and that much of the difference is due to 
the existing tariff of $1.95 a hundred Sen¬ 
ators taking this position will make an 
effort to show that beet-sugar producing 
has not been successful In this country.

OHIO returns’a battle 

FLAG TO ALABAMA. 


[To the Editor of the Courier-Journal.] 

A few years ago an Interesting Incident 
occurred at the Noyes-McCook Grand 
Army Post. In Cincinnati, when Ger.. 
Basil W. Duke, of Louisvlll®. a vet/ran 
of cor federate army, acting In behalf 
of th® Confederate soldiers, t©turned to 
the union soldiers of this city the rap¬ 
tured bottle-flags of the Twenty-first, the 
Fifty-eighth end th© Sixtieth Ohio Vol¬ 
unteer Infantry regiment*, which had 
been captured by the Cjnfederates dur¬ 
ing the war, l&CMMft.

It was mentioned that Gen. Duke spoke 
in most eloquent terms, with n feeling 
which brought tears to th® eyes of many 
of the old Union soldiers, and he was 
roundly applauded and given hearty 
chears by his former enemies. 

Now th© votfrans of the Fourth Ohio 
Cavalry* many of whom reside In Cin¬ 
cinnati. are about to return to the Con¬ 
federate veteran* of Alabama a battle 
flag xvhlch the Fourth Ohio Cavalry cap¬ 
tured In th© spirited engu-^cnicnt ut 
Kelrnn, Ain., In the spring of l$Co. The 
Fourth Ohio Cavalry at that time w ns 
serving under Gen. James Harrison Wil¬ 
son, on what wu* known a* the "Wilson 
Raid," vhen this distinguished cavalry 
©Ulcer led about 13,000 veteran Union 
h ornemen on ti great campaign through 
th© Confederacy, ending with th© last 
battle of the wnr. which occurred at Co¬ 
lumbus. Go., on the night of April l*.

This action of the veterans of the 
Fourth Ohio Cavslry In returning to th© 
Alabama r©ulment th© battle flag cap¬ 
tured at £©1mu ha* the approval of the 
Ohio Legislature and of Gov. Harmon 
The met; selected to carry the flng back 
to Alxibnma sre John A. Pitts, who wo* 
a private soldier In th© Fourth Ohio Cav¬ 
alry. nnd now a well-known and wealthy 
ietlred merchant of Cincinnati Mr. Pitts 
<*? listed D' the v » Cavalry 

when he was only about 19 years old and 
r»©rv©d until the end of the war. retain¬ 
ing the high rank of private. Nowadays 
he 1* the commander of the Fourth Ohio 
Cavalry Association. Another member of 
the Fourth Ohio Caxalry selected to ac¬ 
company Mr. Pitt* Is Uapt. William W 
Shoemaker, of Dayton. O., who m 1^» 
served during the entire war of IBM-188• 
In th© Fourth Ohio Cavalry. lie was 
desperately wounded, being shot through 
the body, a mini© hall ©titering hi* breast 
lost below the. breastbone, passed through 
his body and was cut out from Just un¬ 
der the skin of his back. 

Th© time eclected for the return of the 
battle flag I* May 12. at which Uni© Mr 
1 * 111 ® and Capt. Shoemaker will carry th** 
flag down to 8eima and return It to Its 
former owner s. The fact of th® return of 
this battle ling from Ohio to Alabama 
ha* created much Interest here in Cln- 
Ictnnati nmerg tho*® who are acquainted 
with the It cldent. and on© distinguished 
lawyer of this city, m talking to Mr 
Fitts on the subject, expressing his 
hearty approval, said: "I would giro $60 
to l>e permitted to go with you on this 
occasion and stand beside you and hold 
your hat while you return the (lag to the 
Alabama veterans."

As a result the Horn 
ordinance or the new ordinance whleTi 
may be substituted for It. will only 
specify gro»e weight. 

At the present tlrne the millers mark 
the weight of flour on all the package* 
.except the so-called •even-money*’ pack¬ 
ages. These “even-money" packages sell 
at a fixed price. Ah the pi let of flour 
fluctuate* and the price of the** pa* kages 
remain the same, n would he Impossible 
to place a fixed weight on them. Under 
the "Horn ordinance “even-money“ pack¬ 
ages would disappear. People wanting 10 
cents* worth of flour would receive It out 
6f a barrel Instead of being handed an 
“r'Ven-mnney** 10-c*-nt package.* All the 
milters present said they were forced to 
put up these packages because of the 
demand for flour packages that would 
sell “for y piece or money." as the ne¬ 
groes say. 

Another amendment suggested for the

OFFICIALS IN WARREN COUNTY 
FEW CHECKS SHY.

WELL-KNOWN HACKMAN 

DIES OF PNEUMONIA. 


In the death of Colin A. Da a Us. which 
occurred Thursday morning at Norton 
Memorial Infirmary, after a short Hlnos* 
•)( peritonitis, there was removed ftom 
th«» stage of action one of the best-known 
and most highly esteemed railroad men 
of t lie Middle West and a ell Ism known 
and honored for his sterling worth In 
every walk of life. HI* death came a* a 
shock to the wide circle In which he 
moved, the announcement of the fatal 
termination coming before it was gen¬ 
erally known that he was ill. 

Mr. Davies wue of that type of man 
who wins and holds the esteem nnd con¬ 
fidence of associates, both business and 
social. Stanch of character. bfoad- 
mlnded. energetic. Judicious and adher¬ 
ing strictly to the highest ideal in prin¬ 
ciple, his worth was at cnee felt and 
realised. From hls earllesr boyhood he 
maintained that sturdiness of manly 
character that the world honor* ns fit¬ 
ting one for high places In life. From 
the time he left school he entered upon 
an Industrious career. White a student 
he evinced an aptness for useful pur¬ 
suits; he was studious at all time*, giv¬ 
ing little attention to play or pastime, 
and when, at the age of 13 years, he 
was given a position In the office of the 
chief train dispatcher of the Loulsi’lll© 
and Nashville railroad here, hls value 
was apparent. He was always attentive 
to hls work, always reliable, and hls ad¬ 
vance was assured from the first.

Proved His Worth. 


While connected with that office ha 
gained several promotions. In each posi¬ 
tion proving himself worthy of every 
confidence In school training an apt¬ 
ness for figures demonstrated Itself, and 
special attention was given to hlc math¬ 
ematical training. When he took up 
W'ork in the telegraph department of the 
railroad he began to study civil engineer¬ 
ing. a* applied to railroad construction, 
f? rapidly did he progreos In this that 
higher officials of the road noted It and 
hls worth In the engineering department 
was realized. Finally he waa transferred 
to the engineering department, where the 
same studious application, coupled with 
Unusual aklll and self-training, won for 
him a high standing. 8o well did he suc¬ 
ceed that the railroad company saw ht 
to trust him at the head of numerous 
engineering projects where a trained, 
careful mind waa needed. In ©very un¬ 
dertaking hls accomplishments were sll 
that vrers expected of him. 

Mr. Davies’ first Important undertaking 
In that department was when he was 
placed at the head of a surveying and 
construction expedition In the South, re¬ 
sulting In the building «f the PrnsaeiK 
and Atlanta division of the Louisville and 
Nashville rood. The section through 
which this road runs mode the work dif¬ 
ficult, requiting a master-mind to ac¬ 
complish It.

Mr. Davies b*- 
eame a Mason when a young man. and 
lhe same sterling traits of character that 
marked hls life In business demonstrated 
themselves in hls fraternal nnd social 
life He held many high offices of honor 
In fraternal circles He wa* past high 
Driest of King Rolomon’a Royal Arch 
Chapter, No. 5; past commander «f Lou¬ 
isville Commandery, No. 1, Knights 
Templar; a past master, and held a high 
office In Koeatr Temple. Ancient Arabic 
Order of the Mystic Fhrlne, .leading di¬ 
rectly to high preferment.

DAVIS A CHICKEN THIEF. 


THOMAS S. RUDD S WILL ADMIT¬ 
TED TO PROBATE 


IN THE COURTS YESTERDAY. 


Vindication and 1 cent os punitive 
damages were given Miss Loretto M. 
Davis yc*feray afternoon In Judge Gor¬ 
don’s court, trie Jury finding unanimous¬ 
ly aganlst Mm. Lull© B Taylor. Tho 
courtroom was well filled all day by peo¬ 
ple .who Uve In th»* neighborhood of 
Eighteenth street and Force avenue, 
where the principals to the suit reside, 
all partisans of one side or the other. 
Many women and girls were present, and 
all began talking at the same time after 
the clerk had read the verdict. 

”Mr. Sheriff,” said Judge Gordon, ’’stop 
tills gibberish.” 

The suit grew out of feeling of rather 
long standing between the two families. 
They lived next door to each other on 
Eighteenth street and Mrs. Taylor had 
had Miss Davis and her father. Hugh J. 
F. Davis. arrest*d and presented In Po¬ 
lice Court on th© charge of chicken steal¬ 
ing. There they were dismissed. It wa* 
some time afterward, on July 17, 1908. 
wh*»n Miss Davis, the plaintiff, accom¬ 
panied by h«r sister. Mis* Ethel Davis, 
met Mr*. Taylor on the street, other peo¬ 
ple being within hearing. The two girls 
had been berr>lng and hod a bucket 
with them. Then ft was that Mrs. Tay¬ 
lor Is said to have mad© tho damaging 
observation a* follows; 

“Go on. you chicken thieves. It Is bet¬ 
ter for you to pick berries than to steal 
chickens and to be chicken thieves.” 

• 'n the stand Miss Davis, who I* a 
pretty girl of 18 yeam. was almost In 
tears most of the time and difficulty 
was found In keeping her down to exact 
answers to her attorneys' questions She 
said that she had hftiught the suit so as 
to stop the attacks upon her on the part 
of the defendunt and not In the hope of 
making any profit by It. She had ask©d 
for $6,<)00 and sued In the name of her 
father. She wn* represented by Robert 
J. Hagan and A1 M. Mar rat, and the de¬ 
fendant by Col. Ucnmut H. Young and 
Samuel Tate.
